A box of five Hallicrafters 50 kHz IF transformers P/N 050-200489 emerged from the 
rubble that my ham shack is. 


This # is shown for use in the Halli SX-122 receiver. The SX-101A shows 
050-200735; the SX-101 shows 050B489 (I'm guessing its the same as 050-200489) ; 
the SX-100--I don't have a parts list for, nor the SX-111; the SX-122 shows this 
number IF can as does the ancient ancestor to radios using the 50 kHz IFs, the 
S-76. 


These IF strips used 50, 50.5 and 50.75 kHz. I kinda think they're all basically 
the same xfmr. I easily tuned my SX-100 and SX-101A to those slightly differenty 
freqs. 


It is odd though that Halligan went from using this xfmr (the -489) for a while, 
changed for the SX-101A and the SX-115, and then back to it for the SX-122. 


So who needs these cans?

Oh, forgot...these IF cans are NOS, never used! 


When I had a Halli SX-101A, my plan was to wire in the same kind of "dual loop" 
AGC circuit that the SX-115 had. For that, I needed a 50 kHz IF can. 
Sadly, I never got to do it. 


I handled an SX-115 only once, in 1963 when I was quite young & relatively 
inexperienced. But I do remember the -115 as being very "smooth" in AGC action & 
clean (low distortion) audio (probably due to their use of negative audio 
feedback). 


The 1st AGC loop was derived from the 2nd to last IF stage (a place of not quite 
ultimate selectivity). It had fast attack/fast decay time constants and drove 
ONLY the RF stage. 


The 2nd AGC loop was taken from the usual place, a point of maximum selectivity, 
and drove the IF stages per usual, used fast attack/slow decay. (The SX-101A's 
single loop AGC also controlled the 1st mixer, interesting.) 


Halli claimed the dual loop AGC improved what they called "dynamic selectivity". 
A strong signal somewhat off freq (just outside of rx's IF bandpass) would cause 
reduced gain only in the RF stage (via the "wider" 1st AGC loop). That could 
reduce cross-modulation tendencies in the RF stage. 


At the same time, the other, "narrower" AGC loop would then drive the gain of the 
remaining AGC-controlled IF stages up to bring in-bandpass sigs back up. 


This kind of AGC ct. is unusual, no? Off the top of my head, I can't recall any 
other rx featuring this. I would love to have tried it! 


Oh well, I'm very happy with the really fast, tight, flat AGC characteristics of 
my Drake R-4*s and Collins 75S-3xs radios! It is really superb even when compared 
to some of today's rx's!
